(v) noticeable oil or other stain in the fabiic, 

(vi) oily weft in the fabric. 

(vii) piominently noticeable sliib, 
fviii) conspicuous broken pattern, 

(ix) gout due to foreign matter us'iially lint or 
waste woven into the fabric, 

(x) prominent selvedge defect, 

(\i) significant shading or listing in fabrics 
having a gradual change in tone or depth 


ot shatlc ol the tabiic (excluding selvedge 
bolder running parallel to (he selvedge), 

(\ii) CkiloLircd flecks,

(iii) smash definitely rupturinir (ho texiure ol 
the labile. 

fiv) hole, cut or tear. 

fv) reed murks prominently noticeable over a 
length ex(?5ed(ng 3% of the length of the 
piece. 

(\\) defective or damaged selvedge noticeable 
over a length exceeding 3% of the length 
of the piece. 

3. Otleriiiff of the material for Inspection : 

(i) The luills shall bo responsible for carrying out 
in.spection of the material prior to offering the 
same for nrspcction so as lo eliminate any 
material which is not up to the required stan- 
dard and rectify the rectifiable defects such as 
lose thieads, snarls, removable stains, etc. They 
should also ensure that it is free from pilling 
defect;
